Dear Tett, 

I'd like to see the spare 1844 half cent you men¬ 
tioned in your letter of July 8. 

I always said that I wouldn't collect the proof half 
cents. Then a dealer owed me some money for a long 
time, and offered me a couple of them in place of the 
cash, and I took them. Then I bought a couple for a 
local collector, and he didn't pick them up. I kept 
them, and have slowly been filling in. I took each 
date that I needed regardless of whether it was orig¬ 
inal or a restrike. With the 1831 and 1836 from the 
Bareford coins, I have most of them, needing only 
1842 and 1844. 

Sat in on a meeting of the group of half dollar col¬ 
lectors who specialize on the edge lettering. They 
have been studying the edges for several years. They 
have worked out the emission sequence for almost all 
of the 553 half dollar varieties from 1794 - 1838. 
They can tell when a reverse die was taken out to be 
lapped, a substitute used, and when the original was 
replaced. They list almost 300 sets of edge dies. In 
most cases the edge dies were not changed when the 
obverse and reverse dies were. The edge dies deteri¬ 
orated rapidly, and it is not difficult to arrange 
coins in the proper progression. 

I mentioned the problem of the 1794 half cents, where 
one variety has predominately large edge letters, and 
the 5 other varieties have predominately small edge 
letters. They recognize it as an interesting study. 
We have to get some of the youngsters working on it, 
unless you care to look into it. I'd be happy to get 
whoever wants to work on it together with the half 
dollar experts. 

I'd appreciate your sending the 1844, and letting me 
know what you think about the edge lettering.

Bob: Yes, I loved the Dallas experience, also, both at Russ’s and at the sale. Even though I didn't get any half 
cents, which was what I expected, it was great being with all you guys and seeing your collections. You have 
made great progress. The information in the Breen book is mostly correct. However the sale was not March 
30 but rather April 11,1978. The lot number 26 and the price are as stated. When Jules sent me the Bareford 
collection in 1984, there were, incredibly, four finest known half cents, all of which I bought. One of them was 
the C5a, which is the main illustration for the variety in Breen's book. Its pedigree prior to my acquiring it is 
listed there. The price for the four coins was $135,000, of which $25,000 was for the 1795 C5a. It seemed like 
a huge amount of money at the time. Of course, like all old transactions the price is cheap by current 
standards. I gave Bareford a Check for $125, 000, and two of the duplicates which I had upgraded in the 
transaction. One was the coin you just acquired, valued at $4,000, which Jules subsequently acquired from 
Bareford, along with a number of other half cents. The other was the 1811 C2, lot 19103 in the Reiver Sale, 
valued at $6,000, which Jules also acquired. None of the other half cents in the Bareford collection were 
upgrades for me, including the two 1802's, so I returned them to Jules. Most of them appeared in the current 
sale of his collection. 

Incidentally, the 1811 that I acquired in the Bareford transaction is a C2, but listed erroneously in the Breen 
book as a Cl. It is, so far as I know, the only uncirculated C2. Breen does not list any other. The price of 
$20,000 in the transaction seems cheap now. 

I hope this is the kind of information that you wanted. 

No, I don't know of a 1793 C2 like you describe, but they do seem to come up once in a while in auctions. I 
believe Don Valenziano bought lot #19007, presumably for a client. If it isn't confidential, Don might answer 
your question.
